Congress Takes Up 
Labor’s Recon- 
struction Matters.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—(Spe 
eial.J—The bolshevist outbreaks in Ar- 
gentina, Chile, and Peru are causing 
American statesmen to view with con- 
cern the proximity of the peril of bol- 
shevism to the United States and to 
give thought to the necessity of uses 
venting the spread of its dogtrine in 
this country. 
While most public men are of the 
opinion that America is the last coun- 
try in which bolshevism is likely to 
gain a foothold there are few who do 
not concede that it behooves the na- 
tion to give careful attention to the 
economic problems of reconstruction 
if the United States is to combat the 
menace successfully.

sideration. 

Not Confined to Russia. 
Charles Edward Russell, the Social- 
ist whoe broke with his party over 
the war, studied bolshevism in its na- 
tive lair while a member of President 
Wilson’s commission to Russia and 
bas given senators and representatives 
the benefit of his observations. 
“Bolshevism is not a disease of the 
brain that is confined to the latitude of 
Russia,” said Mr. Russell, “but is a, 
product of certain conditions. Bolshev- ' 
ism is a protest against what men con- 
sider a great, organized, and intolerable 
wrong. 

“The bolshevist movement in Eu- 
rope and the I. W. W. in the United 
States are only outbursts from the 
game fundamental feeling of injustice | 
that elsewhere has driven men to form) 
labor organizations for their defense, | 
and again to launch great codperative | 
movements.

BANK WILL SUE 
to any return to the AISER KARL

GENEVA, Jan. 18.—The newspaper 
Delihirlap of Budapest says the Com- 
mercial bank of Budapest has decided 
to sue ex-Emperor Charles for the 
payment of 100,000,000 crowns (normal 
value about $20,000,000), representing 
the amount subscribed by Charles dur- 
ing the war to eight Austro-Hungarian 
war loans. 

The money was never paid at the 
time and the ex-emperor now refuses 
to honor his signature, and has left 
unanswered all communications ad- 
dressed to him by the bank on the 
subject. 

The archdukes of Hapsburg are fol- 
lowing the ex-emperor’s example and 
likewise refuse to acknowledge the 
debts they contracted with Austro-Hun- 
garian banks by their subscriptions 
to war loans. ' 


COL. PROXMIRE, 
FORT SHERIDAN 
CHIEF, RESIGNS 


Col. Theodore S. Proxmire, com- 
mandant at Fort Sheridan, announced 
yesterday afternoon that he had ten- 
dered his resignation. He expects that 
it will be accepted soon and he will 
be permitted to retire to private life. 
Col. Proxmire has. been for years a 
practicing physician in Lake Forest. 
When asked for his reason for resign- 
ing he said:, 

“T felt it a duty to enter the mill- 
tary service when the nation was at 
war. I consider the war over now 
and feel that from now on my greater 
duty is to my practice.” 

It is reported at Fort Sheridan that 
some other eminent physician and sur- 
geon will be appointed commandant, 
probably some officer of the medical 
staff of the army. Fort Sheridan 
has become almost entirely 4 hospital

A riot with serious consequences was 
averted at the reception only by sol- 
diers and sailors after two citizens’ 
factions, one of them aided by some of 
the returned men, threatening to block, 
by force, If necessary, Mayor Daniel 
Hoan plan to orally welcome the re- 
turne. warriors. 

Jeer and Hiss Mayor. 

After a procession of soldiers had 
marched around the great arena Capt. |

troops stood at attention and Mayor 
Hoan. arose.ta begin his address. He 
was greeted by jeering and hissés, 
which ‘tasted several minutes. When 
the demonstration subsided, the mayor,

Great Britain believes-first, it is de- | 
cared, that a league of nations is de- | 
sirable and attainable and that none 
of the British war aims will be con- 
ddered practicable unless they con- 
form with the tenets of such a league 
as is contemplated to realign and gov- 
ern the affairs of the universe. She 
also believes that things should be so 
adjusted that the war aims of every 
country will conform with those of the 
ethere—in other words, that there 
should be a compact of give and take. 


Wants to Pool Damages. 


As to indemnities, Great Britain ex- 
pects to enter a pool with other na- 
“ons. Her claims are comparatively 
emall, it is said, but she wants her air 
raid damage and her shipping losses 
paid for. 

In addition to the league of nations, 
one of the great things which Great 
Britain hopes will grow out of the 
peace conference is a thoroughly good 
working agreement with the United 
States. Great importance is attached 
to this. 

Great Britain, it is declared, has no 
interest on the continent of Europe 
other than that permanent peace and 
justice be maintained.

PARIS, Jan. 18.—Investigations 
have established the falsity of accu- 
sations made against Charles Humbert, 
who was charged with communicating 
to Germany the contents of two docu- 
ments relative to the national defense. 


Humbert, member of the French sen- 

ate, and former Paris editor, became 
involved during the trials of Bolo Pa- 
sha, who was executed for treason, and 
the directors of the Germanophile 
newspaper Bonnet Rouge. The Bolo 
Pasha case led to the arrest of M. 
Humbert. 
Then it was alleged that fresh evi- 
dence of communicating with the en- 
emy had been discovered, and the court 
martial of M. Humbert, fixed for Aug. 
26, was postponed. A formal demand 
was laid before the French senate for 
the consent of that body to prosecute 
M. Humbert on a charge of treason, 
the penalty for which under the 
French code is death.

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SENATE BALKS AT FEEDING EUROPE 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Spe- 
cial }—Strong opposition made its ap- 
pearance in the senate today to the 
resolution appropriating $100,000,000 
for feeding starving people in Europe. 
Objections raised were chiefly direct 
ed against placing the fund in the 
hands of Herbert Hoover, food admin- 
istrator, for expenditure and distribu- 
tion. 

Senator Borah of Idaho made a vig- 
orous protest against turning the 
money over to him, and Senator Pen-. 
rose of Penngylvania let it be known 
that he would offer an amendment to 
put the fund in charge of a commis- 
sion of three men, to be appointed by 
the president and confirmed by the 
eenate. 

Opposition Delays Action. 

Although action on the resolution 


was expected, the opposition was s0 
stubborn that Senator Martin, the ma- 


jority leader, had to let the measure 


go over until Monday. 

Senator Kenyon of Iowa declared 
that the fundamental objection to the 
measure was that “ we are compelling 
the people of the United States to give 
their money to a charity abroad.” 
“While there is distress and suffer- 
ing in Europe,’’ he said, “ there is also 
distress and suffering at home. There 


are 270,000 men out of ‘employment in 


this country today. We are rapidly 
approaching the time when we will 


have to pay attention to conditions at 
home.” 

Senator Kenyon said@ it was difficult 
to get at the real reasons for the ap- 
propriations, perhaps because of the 
secret diplomacy abroad. He urged 
the president to return to the United 
States and bring the army back with 
him unless the doors of the peace con- 
ference were opened. ~ 

Senator Borah declared Mr. Hoover 
“didn't know taxpayers exist” and as- 
serted the profits of food dealers were 
greater under Mr. Hoover’s reign than 
ever before in their history.

$25,000 POET 
SAYS MARRIAGE 
WAS NOT LEGAL 


Robert Peck Fights Di- 
vorce; Would Wed 
Wife Again. 


While his wife, Mrs. Florence R. 
Peck, was sick in the Plaza hotel yes- 
terday, Robert B. Peck, poet, in an 
answer to her divorce bill, disclosed 
the alleged history of their married life, 
which he contends has been illegal. 
Peck is said to have an annual income 
of $25,000 from his poems! But his bill 
says that is an exaggeration. 

Last October Mrs. Peck filed a di- 


vorce bill, charging drunkenness. Peck 
denied the charge. 

On Oct. 11, 1910, the bill recites, Peck 
was divorced from his first wife, Mrs. 
Margaret Peck. In that case testi- 
mony was brought out showing that 
Peck was unfaithful, and at that time 
was living with his present wife, it is 
alleged. 

In November of the same year Peck 
was married again, but according to 
the Pennsylvania laws a marriage be- 
tween persons who have been guilty of 
misconduct is illegal. 

Two years later, according to the bill, 
Peck, wishing to make the marriage 
legal, went to Wil:nington, Del., with 
Florence and they were remarried. 
Even this second wedding was illegal, 
it is said, because the Pennsylvania 
Supreme court has ruled marriages 
between persons guilty of misconduct 
are illegal whether performed in the 


state or out. 
He claims that while the Pennsyl-

vania law does not recognize his mar- 
riage, the children of such a union are 
not considered illegitimate. The cou- 
ple have two children, a boy and a girl. 
Peck says he wants to be married le- 
gally so his children may inherit his 
roperty. 

. Mrs. Peck charges her husband is 
owner of 800 shares of stock in the 
Bowman Dairy company and that he 
has $500,000 worth of property in Chi- 
cago. 

Peck claims his wife is influenced 
by his brother, David B. Peck, presi- 
dent of the Bowman Dairy company, 
in hér refusal to become reconciled 
to him. David is seeking to obtain 
control of the 800 shares in that com- 
pany held by the poet, the latter as- 
serts. He further charges his wifé 
will have nothing to do with him un- 
less he puts the stock in trust, as sug- 


‘gested by David.

Tells of Council’s Work. 


After telling of the formation of the 
State Council of Defense, with a legis- 
lative appropriation of only $50,000, 
and the various things it was called 
upon to do, Gov. Lowden continued: 

“These multiplying activities of the 
state council, however, soon exhausted 
the funds available for its use. I did 
not wish to call a special session of our 
legislature, and therefore I appealed to 
a group of prominent members of this 
club to raise a hundred thousand dol- 
lars to carry on the work of our state 
council. 

“That group of distinguished citi- 
zens responded generously and prompt- 
ly, and the hundred thousand dollars, 
largely contributed by members of this 
club, was placed in the hands of the 
state council. Therefore, when I was 
invited to this dinner I felt it my duty 
to come to make acknowledgment to 
you for your fine, patriotic generosity 
to the state.” 


Samuel Insull, chairman of the State 
Council of Defense, was the only other 
speaker. He preceded Gov. Lowden 
and described the notable part Illinois 
played in the winning of the war and 
the work of the state council. The 
state’s part is shown, he said, in more 
than 1,500,000 men registered for mill- 
tary service, $1,300,000,000 lent to the 
government, more than $42,000,000 con- 
tributed to war relief and recreation 
agencies, and the greatest farm crops 
in money value—$879,000,000—ever pro- 
duced by any state.

PROTEST ON WAR TAX 


New York, Jan. 18. — [Special.) —

“Before such a tax is imposed we 
appeal to and request the joint eommit- | 
tee of congress to give us a hearing.”

In this the championship 
of the Third army must be settled on 
Feb. 28, and it is planned to fight out 
the championship of the American ex- 
peditionary force in Paris in the sec- 
ond or third week of March. ' 


Other Championships Later. 

In all the other sports—baseball, 
track, and field games, boxing and. 
wresfliing, volley ball, soccer and bas- 
ketball—the championship contests of 
the Third army are scheduled for 
April and of the American forees for 
May, and the interallied contests are 
planned for June, when a week or two 
will be given to them at Combles, out 
side of Paris. 

The amount of supplies needed for 
this program is immense. For exam- 
ple, the 144 dozen baseballs now on 
hand are expected to last only a short, 
time. But Y. M. C. A. men in charge 
of this work believe the supply can 
be kept up with the needs of the situa- 
tion.

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A Forger Whose Uncanny 
Skill Has Never Been 
Equaled.

HARLES BECKER, alias “ The Dutch- 
man,” was the greatest forger the 
world has ever suffered from. Unlike 

gnany others who emulated him in the utter- 
ance of “queer paper,” however, Becker 
combined with his incredible skill as a pen- 
man the adventurous daring of a thief who 
would take chances in tight places. 

‘He was the associate and kingpin of every 
“layer down” of spurious securities, bank 
notes, and instruments in America and Eu- 
rope during his generation, In’ Ivan Sis- 
covitch’s saloon under the old Booth theater, 
the international rendezvous of bank swin- 
dlers, counterfeiters, forgers, and confidence 
men, Becker was a “star,” taking on the 
airs and affecting the superiority of a 
popular stage idol, a champion pugilist, or 
any of those notables who draw social 
prestige in accord with their professional 
genius. | 

Becker had been a designer and etcher, 
employed by a bank note firm, imported from 
Germany because he had distinguished him- 
self as an artist of clearest water at the 


designing of complex currency plates. The 


accuracy of his pen strokes was absolute in 
form and weight of lines. When he worked 
he revealed the touch of an Angelo. His 
hand was of eiderdown when need be, his 
wrist was so steady that his most infinites- 
imal characters never deviated, one from the 
other, to the extent of a fraction of a hair. 
His eye for colors was unerring. He could 
match inks down to the elassification by 
number of some 200 degrees of black, alone. 

Becker was the only man known to record 
who could forge a currency bill freehand 
with sueh perfection that it would pass after 
microscepig serutiny. He did this many 
times, using a set of dozens ef pens and a 
camel’s hair brush. He could make a replica 


ofa treasury note thus in six hours. An - 


even more amazing masterpiece of forgery 


"was the duplication of a printed form of a 


bond, entirely by hand, copying seals, letter- 
ing, watermarks, signatures, and all other 
items. 

Added t® this he had perfected many proc- 
esses for the treatment of various grades 
and styles of paper te imitate perfectly, by 
chemical action, heat and air brushes, 
symptoms of wear and tear, age, creasing 
and other elements, required to make a 
forged document loek natural and disarm 
suspicion. Remember that all such papers 
are always examined with skeptical survey, 
usually by experts in banks or at windows 
where eyes have been trained to detect 
minute flaws or irregularities. 

Given a piece of naked white print paper, 
Becker could copy a news story, including 
headlines, column rules, ten point or even 
smaller type through the body of the item 
and turn out what any one might have un- 
hesitatingly aceepted as a “clipping” from 
a newspaper. For ghastly accuracy this 
feat has never been surpassed. 

As for reproducing signatures, that was 
child’s play for the Dutchman. 

Becker took tremendous pride in ~ his 
ability. 
eye sharp, his fingers flexible, his wrist 


He trained incessantly to keep his 
steady. He wasn’t above “showing off,” 
and was known to assemble an admiring 
crowd about him as he took a bit of plain 
white paper, which he colored rapidly with 
inks, and madea 2 cent postage stamp of it 
in half an hour. 

Criminologists know that forgers, as a 
class, have common characteristics, one of 
which is a disinclination in the men who 
utter the false paper to risk any hand in 


the handling of it at the point of its nego 
tiation into money. A forging gang is gen- 
erally a trio arrangement, though, of course, 
it may compose more than three individuals. 
But these are divided into three subdivisions 
of the process _of defrauding honest men 
with dishonest documents—the forger, the 
“layer down” and the middie man. The 
middle man is, of course, a thief, but often- 
times is a man who, himself, has never 
either written another man’s name to any- 
thing or with his own hand exchanged bad 
paper for good money. He is the inter- 
mediary who plans with the forger on one 
hand and. the man who lays down or 
“ pushes ” the forger’s product on the other. 


Of the spoils, though many arrangements 


have been made contemplating varied per- 
centages, the forger as a rule gets 40 per 
cent and the other two 30 each. Of course, 
some forgeries are not difficult, such as 
simply copying a signature to a bank check 
or a promissory note, but when bonds must 
be created out of nothing but a nickel’s 
worth of paper, the penman earns the lion's 
“ divvy.” : 

Many noted instances of forgery in which 
men were taken in the act of offering 


spurious paper have failed to reveal the 
identity of the men who made it. 


This is 
due to the middie man system. The layer 
down frequently does not even know who 
did the art work which he is offering at a 
bank window. This was the case in the 
tnetance of the young nephew of Adam 
Worth, the master thief, whose arrest in 
Paris brought about the contingency which 
suggested the theft of the Gainsborough. 
Either Becker or “ Little Joe” Elliott, both 
of whom were forgers in the “mob” of 
which Worth was the middle man, had 
penned the “ phoney” letter of credit which 
the prisoner had in his hand. But neither 
was ever charged with it. 

Many forgers never associate with crooks 
in hangouts of their kind. Some hold hohest 


positions with engraving companies, con- 


tinuing their regular occupations and dealing 
criminally only by way of their middle men, 
who order forgeries as many brokers and 
jobbers order other kinds of merchandise, to 
supply likely demand. 

But Becker was a thief in his heart and 
loved the atmosphere, the peril, the thrills, 
and the adulation of his fellows. Therefore, 
though wise heads like Worth pleaded with 
him to remain in seclusion, the artist in his 
garret, the Dutchman iysisted on touring 
with the gangs, “cutting in on” the “ lays,” 


and exposing himself to arrest. He served

several terms in prison, notably one in Lud- 
low street jail for offering one of his own 
hundred dollar hand made bank notes, and 
one in Smyrna, Turkey, together with 
Elliott, Siscovitch, Joe Chapman, and others

Smyrna. Mre. Siscovitch gained an inter.

Elliott contrived to get an impression of 
a series of locks which stood between the 
prisoners and the high wall, almost fifty 
feet from the ground. These were gotten 
to Worth, who was as expert a locksmith as 
Becker was a forger, and presently the gang 
had perfect keys. Shortly after midnight 
Worth saw the men coming down the rope 
—that is, all the men except Chapman. “In 
revenge for his miscu’, which had caused 
their arrest, they had withheld from him 
their -plans, and left him asleep in the 
prison. Worth supplied the fugitives with 
manties and feazes, and engineered their 
passage to Greece. Mrs. Chapman, hysteric- 
ally indignant, threatened vengeance, but 
Werth contrived to get her back to Paris. 

The gang was kidnaped by Greek bandits 
in the mountains, as related in the previous 
tories, ENiott was sent to Worth for ran- 
som, and they reached Paris. There they 
all went to board with Mrs. Chapman, who, 
waiving the grudge she owed him, and for- 
getting the husband whom she had so de- 
votedly sought to rescue, fell in leve with 
Elliott.

When released he was somewhat broken 
in spirit, but he was yet to de his most 
dangerous work, which came through an . 
alliance with James Cregan, an exceptionally 
man. The 
Cregan-Becker forgeties, aimed against 
American banks and for ambitious amounts, 
startled the financial world. Becker was 
finally cornered by the Pinkertons and sen- 
tenced to San Quentin. When he came out 
a few years ago, after seven years’ hard 
labor, he was an old man, deserted, poor, 
timid, and discouraged. For a while he was 
closely watched, but it became evident that 
he had lost his knack as well as his courage 
for thievery. He died in obscurity and 
poverty. Cregan escaped to France and 
when last heard of was reduced to something 
not far short of beggary.

Again, in this country twice as 
much money is spent annually for 
chewing gum as for school books, 
aid more for automobiles than 
lor all grade and high school 
education.

What is the gain? they 
ask.

The Japanese women have remarkably 
clean, clear skin, due to their baths 
and exercising. | | 
, The matter of clean underwear is 
second in importance only to a clean 
body. Why girls and women are care- 
less in this and exacting about their 
outer clothing is difficult to explain. 
Take soiled corsets, for instance. The 
most amazingly dirty corset will pre- 
sent itself as part of the wearing ap- 
parel of an otherwise respectable young 
person. With soap and water a-plenty 
there is no apology. The best of them 
may be scrubbed or sent to the 
cleaner’s.

And if there 
is any tendency to perspiration great 
should be the care that clean things 
are worn daily and the daily bath 
never missed. And at night before re-

correct the perspiration, as of all spe- 


cies of uncleanliness this is the unfor- 
givable sin. A soiled cellar or a grimy 
face or neck or mourning fingernails 
may be overlooked once in a while, but 
that preventable perspiration odor 
never. 

The tub was never so vital a thing to 
comfort as it is these soot laden days. 
You cannot get or keep clean without 
its daily aid. You cannot scrub the 
back of your neck half as thoroughly 
over the wash bowl as when you are 
immersed in gallons of water.

VALUE OF EDUCATION. 


DUCATION is a matter of such 
great importance to the girl who 
finds it necessary to make her 
own living or who desires to be 
independem of her family that to 
speak of it now and again will per- 
haps help to emphasize its value. 

The letter which follows, written by 
& woman whose experience and suc- 
cess in business enable her to speak 
with authority, demonstrates in a prac- 
tical manner the benefits which ac- 
crue to the girl whose foundation to 
a business career is built on something 
more than an elementary education: 

“Dear Miss King: Judging from my 
experience with girls in business I 
know that many of them are not 
obliged to start earning their own 
living at as early an age or with as 
little education as they do. When- 
ever it is possible for me to do so 
I discourage a girl from taking a po- 
sition before she has completed her 
high school courst. I know the ten- 
dency of young girls nowadays is 
to get out of school and into a po- 
sition as quickly as possible. 


“T am office manager for a firm 
that employs a great many girl ste- 
nographers, and one of my duties is 
to hire the girls for: the firm. Al-| 
thought the great majority of our) 
girls are hired for the general office 
to do merely routine work, there are 
a number of desirable positions that. 
pay exceptionally good salaries when. 
we can get the right girls to fill them. | 
As the firm likes to promote the girls | 
whenever an opportunity arises, the. 
good positions are usually filled by | 
the girls in the general office. So when | 
I am hiring girls even for the mediocre | 
positions their ability to eventually | 
fill a more responsible position is al- | 
ways given consideration. 

“I have had many opportunities to. 
note the rapid advancement of the 
better educated class of girls as com-. 
pared to those whose education had 
stopped before or immediately after | 
completing grammar school. Last 
year during a particularly busy pe- 
riod I was obliged to increase our sten- | 
ographic staff, and as the girls were | 
needed for immediate service, I wasn’t. 
able to give the usual care and at. 
tention to the selection of all the ap-|

THE COMPRESSED APARTMENT. 


O small bedrooms we cave dwellers 
are accustomed. In the com- 
pressed apartment we have such 

experiences as qualify us to dress 
and undress in the Pullman bérth. We 
lea#@ to thread a way between bed and 
dresser without bumping our shins and 
fear to add a pound of adipose tissue 
lest we fail to be able to slip like a 
shadow between chiffonier and the one 
chair that the room will admit. 

We navigate .with precision and 
caution through the mobiliary mazes 
of a small living room, though we like 
them not. Naturaliy, the human being 
longs for free, large, vide spaces. But 
in the abbreviated apartment they are 
not to be found. “ We do the best we 
can,” to quote a stupid bromidic state- 
ment, 

‘The miniature dining room frets us 
most. In the dining room certain ob- 
jects must exist. There must be a 
table on which to serve thé food. There 
must be chairs on which to sit; the 
stand up feast is not yet fashionable. 
There must be sideboard, cnina cabinet, 
and serving tables. And up to now 
these articles of household furnishings 
have not been composed of rubber, nor 
do they swing up ceilingward out of 
the way. To furnish limited spaces 
requires ingenuity, if not a little deep 
sea thinking. Since it must be done, 
it is done. To be informed as to what 
others have achieved is a help. 


There is one compensation. Though 
your guests feel the wall crushing in 
their backs, and their knees bumping 
under the table, they will affirm splen- 
didly and enthusiastically that your 
room is “so cozy.” There is some 
truth in that, if not more. Certainly 
in the smaller space there is greater 
sociability than in the large formal 
dining room. Since the war started 
formality has been dealt a blatk eye. 
It*is nice to “make do.” One passes 
along the suggestion somehow that one 
is being economical ‘and putting one’s 
money to better purposes than display. 
O, very well. Mebbe sof Sometimes! 


be obliged to make two objects fill 
the space that should be occupied by 


one. Therefore, away with all the old 
traditions. Only the new systems will 
work out properly in this case. 

The task is just difficult enough to 
make it delightful and fascinating. 

Light tones and -receding colors. 
There you have your first principle. 
Apply it to floor, walls, and ceiling. 
They will give the full benefit of every 
inch of space. Yellow is a fine color 
for advancing size and it imparts a 
delightful, cheerful, sunny effect. A 
light buff is good, and that, too, is 
warming. No patterns on the wall. 
If there are panels let them be few 
rather than many. 


Figures diminish area. The solid 
tones are best. They extend back- 
ward and outward, expanding the 
measurements of the room. If a pat- 
terned paper is utilized, let the de- 
sign be small and in self-tone. 


The rug of chenille in mole color, 
gray with black border, or rust shade 
is good. If there is a border it should 
be narrow. Avoid violent contrasts 
between rug and walls; let the colors 
of them be fluid, and flow one into 
the other, with no definite line be- 
tween. The same idea should be\con- 
sidered when selecting the draperies, 
which must become a harmonious part 
of the side effects, walls and fabrics 
displaying friendliness and comrade- 
ship. There is harmony of analogy 
and harmony of contrasts; in this case 
analogy is the first choice and the 
happiest. But do not overdo. There 
is danger of monotony here. Go cau- 
tiolsly, and work out your plans slow- 
ly. At that it is better to have your 
effects too quiet than too strident. It 
is the difference between the whisper 
and the shout. 

You might decide upon walls of 
putty gray, in which event you could 
have your window hangings of thin 
apricot colored gauze. Or if your rugs 
are of gray hyacinthine blue, your 
curtains can be mauve. Either one of 
these color combinations will prove at 
once cheerful and restful, and will not 
take away an inch of your precious 
spaces. 

After you have all this worked out 
satisfactorily, don’t spoil it by adding 
the large lighting fixture dropping 
from the middle of the ceiling. If you

good work. Simple little wall fixtures 
are best. And there are delightful 
candelabra for the dining table. The 
side brackets will provide sufficient 
light. For gala nights Venetiar. glass 
candlesticks and tall wax candles make 
exquisite lighting. 

Strict utility must guide you in the 
selection of your furniture. Add noth- 
ing that is not necessary. Unless a 
piece of furniture is of practical use 
it has no business being in the small 
dining room. It will not add to the 
decorative effect. And it will dimin- 
ish the charm of the remaining artl- 
cles and objects. Bven if the place is 
not spacious, there can be imparted a 
certain air of commodiousness, 

Avoid furniture of weighty propor- 
tions. Slender, light lines of the Shera- 
ton mode are better. A chair of per- 
pendicular, upright lines will not only 
occupy little space, but will be in pro- 
portion. with the setting in which it is 
placed. Do not for a moment consider 
any of the American Empire period, or 
the heavy things with pedestal sup- 
ports and outspreading claw feet. 

By careful looking about you will 
find narrow, tall china cabinets that 
will hold quite as much chinaware as 
the cabinet that spreads all over the 
place. So with the sideboard. If you 
have few pieces you must have such 
as will fulfill their purposes. Also see 
that the furniture does not extend far 
into the room; your floor space is pre- 
cious; treasure every inch of it. 

In the matter of the dining room 
table you will find that the rectangular 
table has more space than the round 
one. 

A real idea is to find such articles 
of furniture as serve several purposes. 
The press cupboard is a happy 
thought. The drawers in the lower 
part hold the linens, the upper draw- 
ers hold the flat silver, and the cabi- 
net above holds any number of ob- 
jects that are necessary in the dining 
room. A William and Mary highboy is 
good, though some might say that the 
dining room is not exactly the place 
for it. But it has been done, just the 
same. 

Place your furnfture carefully. Put 
the largest pieces in the largest spaces. 
The sideboard, being the most promi- 
nent and important piece, should have 
the place of honor. You can tuck the 
console tables in the corners. If the 
room is small the sideboard can be 
dispensed with altogether, and two 
console tables made to serve. 

The hanging cupboard may be found 
convenient. ,

COOKING THE VEGETABLES. 

RESH vegetables or those some- 

times called the “crude” vege- 

tables to distinguish them from 

the wheat kernel and the bean, 
are as gratifying to the body in win- 
ter and as much an insurance of 
health as cooling drinks in summer. 
In part they provide exactly the same 
relief to the” system that the cooling 
drinks do. 

Some consideration of nature’s plan 
and architecture in the building of 
vegetables and the food seeds surely 
makes for intelligent use. of these 
foods. 

As I look at the food problem of the 
world it seems to me that all the gross- 
est wastes of nutriment come from a 
lack of intelligence of what foods are, 
and of how to make the most and 
the best of each thing that they are. 
Most foods make more than one kind 
of contribution to nutrition. 

Should we take one vegetable alone, 
let it be the potato, we would find no 
difficulty in proving that this state- 
fent is thue. I am convinced that a 
listening audience would grasp a dem- 
onstration of the waste of the potato, 
and of all the potatoes a season pro- 
duces, completely, readily, earnestly, 
and competently, but it is a little hard- 
er to present the demonstration to an 
audience of readers. But here is an 
attempt’ with the help of the greatest 
of explorers in the new food knowl- 
edge: 

The living part of the potato is just 
under the skin. It is so much alive 
that a few days in the sun will turn 
it to a green like the green of a leaf. 
Put back.in the dark it will bleach 
again, as tte green stalks o.' celery 
bleach when banked. 

Just as the kernel of wheat may be 
compared to a tiny living thing, plus 
a great pack of food on the back of 
that tiny germ of life, so we might 
compare the potato to a group of 
plants ready to grow, therefore’ alive, 
mounted on a store or pack of food. 
The pack in each case is starchy stuff. 
It is food for man and it is also fool 
for the little wheat plant before it 
has sprouted and sent roots for its 
selfsupport--into the ground. The 
plants of the potato, ready to grow 
and to be supported for a time by the 
pack or store behind them, are called 
“ eyes.” 

If we will eat the leaves of plants, 
spinach, cabbage, onions, celery, let- 
tuce, and the other salad greens, and 
stéam or bake our potatoes, we get 
the same element and in Jarger meas- 
ure than when we have Wheat germs 
for food, and the bulk af these vege- 
tables will do more for us iind in a mild- 
er, more suave way than the bran of 
the food seed. 

The fact stands, then, that @ pro- 
mote the commerce of the world al- 
ways, and today to get millions of 
starving people fed, foods must be pre- 
pared in such ways that they will 
stand long journeyings. If we have 
to eat just the pack or store part of 
the food seeds, it means that we need 
to eat more fresh vegetables, more of 
the living things, those that are alive 
or are all ready to sprout into life, like 
parts of the onion and the potato, the 
carrot, beet, and turnip. If there is a 
layer of living cells jist under the 
skin of the potato, we can guess that 
there is Something much alive at the 
heart of the onion and at the top end 
of the beet, the turnip, and the carrot. 

Young beets are likely to become ex- 
pensive during the winter, when soms 
seem to like.them better than at any 
other time during the year. Beets 
look prettiest to them then, perhaps 
sliced as thin as a wafer and served 
on a lettice leaf. 

As a pretty thing, beet has perhaps 
not received enough attention. A 
cooke@beet;* hot and sliced in thin 
slices, a maroon shade that makes 
it some & quite different in appear- 
ance frn=n a pickled beet. Sliced thin, 
the-ligh¢-that shows through this bril- 


liant color makes for an appetizing 
fact, especially when the whole has 
been buttered hot. 

It takes beets longer than most veg 
etables to cook. An inch of the stems 


‘of the leaves should be left on to pru 


tect the head and its precious food 
qualities. Sometimes beets have canals 
filled with tiny root hairs which will 
hold a great quantity of mud. These 
canals. must not be rudely scraped. 
After they have been brushed as clean 
as may be, the best way to cook beets, 
so defective, is first to blanch them in 
boiling water for abov:c five minutes. 
Then rinse in cold water befor putting 
them to cook. 


In this way, every bit of the hidden 
gravel is removed without making the 
beet “ bleed,” ard besides this, any soft 
spots will show up, revealing those 
which are not sound. 
utes of blanching will soften the roots 
so that they will break off ‘f the beets 
are not handled carefully afterwards.

HE group of recipes that follow 
are made of materials that are 
seasonabie, wholesome, and easy 
of preparation, each making an 
attractive dish when completed.

Plain buttered beets should not be? 


eaten in any great quantity at a meal, 
be. ise “or many people they are as 
laxative as or more so than the onion. 

They are perhaps prettiest when 
sliced as thin as possible and buttered, 
or, if small, sliced thin when cold 
and ser.-ed on a lettuce leaf with 
French dressing. Another way in 
which they make a pretty thing on 
the table is to cut them into rather 
large dice when hot, butter them, press 
them into a cup, and then pour them 
out onto a lettuce leaf or around some 
vertral plat for a garnish. In the lat- 
ter case.the cups should be small, 
that the molds may be. 

Nice creamed celery on toast makes 
for a one dish meal if that meal is a 
luncheon. Celery cooked in meat stock 
or braised may even be made the cen- 
tral dinner dish, with boiled rice or 
something similar to supplement it. 
Braised celery is really the equivalent 
of a chop suey when it is nicely cooked, 
and not unlike it in flavor minus soy 
sauce. 

When relery is rather coarse and 
browned there is no more thrifty way 
to cook it; than to braise it, and we 
can dispense with the meat broth, al- 
though we can easily make some from 
the rack of a chicken or other fowl, 
from the bones of lamb chops, . etc. 
Scrape the stalks of celery without 
taking off the stems from the root, 
and preferably cut stalks of the same 
length, although this is only for ap- 
pearance’s sake, and it should not be 
done if what is cut off would be 
wasted. If the leaves are nice it is 
not necessary to cut them off. Sepa- 
rate the stems as much as yo can 
without breaking them from the root 
which must be pared without vaste. 
and let the water run into th heart 
of the stalk to cleanse it perfertly. 

Gravel flavored braised celery is not 
a nice dish, and for pure safety’s sake 
we might wash the celery finally in 
salted water and let it lie in it fifteen 
minutes. If the large stems must be 
broken off, in order to clean the heart 
they can be cooked with the hearts. 

Put to-cook in a saucepan of the 
right size with a bit of sliced carrot, 
one small onion and one or two small 
tomatoes to garnish the dish in a 
pretty way, and one cup of liquid, or 
more if the cooking is to be rapid, in 
an open kettle so that all the liquid may 
be cooked away and the whole glazed. 
To complet the glaze melt one round. 
ing tablespoon of sugar with an ounce 
of butter and add this to the rest. If 
the liquid is a stock of g00d strength 
and the cooking is so carried on to 
reduce the cup to about two table- 
spoons, the tomatoes will be dark and 
shiny, and the other vegetables covered 
with a brown glaze. 

By making the best of our wintet 
vegetables, and this means in general 
cooking them variously and to per- 
fection, we can save a good deal on 
Staples so much needed by the food 
helpless peoples of the world and 
be better fed. We reed them 
in quantity for at least 
kinds of balance dietetically, and a

The salads are a little unusual, and 
will be found most delicious. Try them 
while they are in season. The oyster 
short cake will prove how a pint of 
oysters may be made to go a long ways.

Cheese Straws. 
Reserve a small portion of the short- 


cake dough, turn it on a floured board,

| best), seasoned with salt and cayenne. 


Fold the sheet from right to left, com- . 


pletely inclosing the cheese, press the 
edges together, and fold the dough 
from top down and from bottom up- 
ward so as to make three layers. Pat 
and roll to one-eighth inch thickness, 
sprinkle with seasoned cheese, fold as 
directed, roll again to one-fourth inch 
thickness, and cut in strips (with a 
pastry jagger) six inches long and one. 
fourth inch wide.

When 
plump and the gills are curled remove 
them from their liquor with a per- 
forated skimmer to the sauce. Heat 
to the boiling point, remove at once 
from the range, pour half the mixture 
over the buttered cake, cover with the 
remaining cake, and pour the oysters 
with the sauce over the top. Serve 
at once. 

Used in this way one pint of oysters 
may be made to go a long ways. Serve 
a grapefruit and celery salad with this 
shortcake. 


Celery Sandwiches. 

Finely chop the hearts of celery; 
there should be one cup. Add one-half 
cup of finely chopped almonds, two 
tablespoons of chopped olives, and one 
tablespoon of.finely chopped pimento. 
Mix thoroughly, moisten with mayon- 
naise, and spread between thin slices of 
white bread cut in strips the size and 
shape of Saratoga wafers.

T. R.’s Ancestry. 

F my great-grandfather Roosevelt and his fam. 
ily life a century and over ago I know little 
beyond what is implied in some of his books 

that have come down to me—the Letters of Junius, 
a biography of John Paul Jones, Chief Justice Mar- 
shall’s “ Life of Washington.” They seem to indi- 
cate that his library was less interesting than that 
of my wife’s great-grandfather at the same time, 
which certainly included such volumes as the orig: 
inal Edinburgh Review, for we have them now on 
our own bookshelves. 

Of my grandfather Roosevelt my most vivid 
childish reminiscence is not something I saw, but 
a tale that was told me concerning him. In his 
‘boyhood Sunday was as dismal a day for small 
Calvinistic children of Dutch descent as if they 
had been of Puritan or Scotch Covenanting or 
French Huguenot descent—and I speak as one 
proud of his Holland, Huguenot, and Covenanting 
ancestors, and proud that the blood of that stark 
Puritan divine, Jonathan Edwards, flows in the 
veins of his children. One summer afternoon, after 
listening to an unusually long Dutch Reformed 
sermon for the second time that day, my grand- 
father, a small boy, running home before the con- 
gregation had dispersed, ran into a party of pigs, 
which then wandered free in New York's streets. 
He promptly mounted a big boar, which no less 
promptly bolted and carried him at full speed 
through the midst of the outraged congregation. 

By the way, one of the Roosevelt documents 
which came down to me illustrates the change that 
has come over certain aspects of public life since 
the time which pessimists term “the earlier and 
better days of the republic.” Old Isaac Roosevelt 
was a member of an auditing committee which 
shortly after the close of the revolution approved 
the following bill:

Think of the governor of New York now submit- 
ting such a bill for such an entertainment of the 
French ambassador and the president of the United 
States! Falstaff’s views of the proper proportion 
between sack and bread are borne out by the pro- 
portion between the number of bowls of punch and 
bottles of port, Madeira, and beer consumed and 
the “coffee for eight gentlemen "—apparently the 
only ones who lasted through to that stage of the 
dinner. Especially admirable is the nonchalant 
manner in which, obviously as a result of the 
drinking of said bottles of wine and bowls of 
punch, it is recorded that eight cut glass decanters 
and sixty wine glasmes were broken. 

During the revolution some of my forefathers, 
north and south, served respectably, but without 
distinction, in the army, and others rendered sim- 
{lar service in the Continental Congress or in vart- 
ous local legislatures. By that time those who 
dwelt in the north were, for the most part, mer- 
chants and those who dwelt in the south planters. 


Mother’s People Mostly Scotch. 

Y mother’s people were predominantly of 
Scotch, but also of Huguenot and English, 
descent. She was a Georgian, her people 

having come to Georgia from South Carolina before 

the revolution. The original Bulloch was a lad from 
near Glasgow, who came hither a couple of cen- 
turies ago, just as hundreds of thousands of needy, 
enterprising Scotchmen have gone to the four 
quarters of the globe in the intervening 200 years. 


My mother’s great-grandfather, Archibald Bulloch, 


Was the first revolutionary “ president” of Geor- 
gia. My grandfather, her father, spent the win- 
ters in Savannah and the summers at Roswell, in 
the Georgia uplands near Atlanta, finally making 
Roswell his permanent home. He used to travel 
thither with his family and their belongings in his 
own carriage, followed by a baggage wagon. 


His Mother's Home. 

NEVER saw Roswell until I was president, but 

my mother told me so much about the place that 

when I did see it I felt as if I already knew every 
nook and corner of it, and as if it were haunted by 
the ghosts of all the men and women who had 
lived there. I do not mean merely my own family; 
I mean the slaves. My mother and her sister, my 
aunt, used to tell us children all kinds of stories 
about the slaves. One of the most fascinating re- 
ferred to a very old darky called Bear Bob, be- 
cause in the early days of settlement he had been 
partially scalped by a black bear. Then there was 
Mom’ Grace, who was for a time my mother’s 
nurse, and whom I had supposed to be dead, but 
who greeted me when I did come to Roswell, very 
respectable, and apparently with years of life be- 
fore her. The two chief personages of the drama 
that used to be repeated to us were Daddy Luke, 
the Negro overseer, and his wife, Mom’ Charlotte. 
I never saw either Daddy Luke or Mom’ Charlotte, 
but I inherited the care of them when my mother 
died. After the close of the war they resolutely 
refused to be emancipated or leave the place. The 
only demand they made upon us was enough 
money. annually to get a new “critter ’’—that is, 
amule. With a certain lack of ingenuity the mule 
was reported each Christmas as having passed 
away, or at least as having become s0 infirm as to 
necessitate a successor—a solemn fiction which 
neither deceived nor was intended to deceive, but 
which furnished a gauge for the size of the Christ- 
mas gift. 

My maternal grandfather’s house was on the 
line of Sherman's march to the sea, and pretty 
much everything in it that was portable was taken 
by the boys in blue, including most of the books in 
the library. When I was president the facts about 
my ancestry were published, and a former soldier 
in Sherman’s army sent me back one of the books 
with my grandfather's name in it. It was a little 
copy of the poems of “ Mr. Gray "an eighteenth 
century edition printed in Glasgow. 

On Oct. 27, 1858, I was born at 28 East Twen- 
tieth street, New York City, in the house in which 
we lived during the time that my two sisters and 
my brother and I were smal] children. Jt was fur- 
nished in the canonical taste of the New York 
which George William Curtis described in the “Poti- 
phar Papers.” The black haircloth furniture in the 
dining room scratched the bare legs of the chil- 
dren when they sat on it. The middle room was a 
Mbrary, with tables, chairs, and bookcases of gloomy 
respectability. It was without windows, and so was 
available only at night. The front room, the parlor, 
seemed to us children to be a room of much splen- 
dor, but was open for general use only on Sunday 
evening or on rare occasions when there were 
parties. The Sunday evening family gathering 
was the redeeming feature in a day which other- 
wise we children did not enjoy—chiefly because we 
were all of us made to wear clean clothes and keep 
neat. The ornaments of that parlor I remember 
now, including the gas chandelier decorated with 
a great quantity of cut glass prisms. 

These prisms struck me as possessing peculiar 
magnificence. One of them fell off one day, and I 
hastily grabbed it and stowed it away, passing sev-

eral days of furtive delight in the treasure, a ¢- 
light always alloyed with fear that I would be 
found out and convicted of larceny. There was @ 
Swiss woodcarving representing a very big hunter 
on one side of an exceedingly small. mountain and 
a herd of chamois, disproportionately small for 
the hunter and large for the mountain, just across 
the ridge. This always fascinated us; but there 
was a small chamois kid for which we felt agonies 
lest the hunter might come on it and kfll it. There 
was also a Russian moujik drawing a gilt sledge 
on a piece of malachite. Some one mentioned in 
my hearing that maiachite was a valuable marble. 
This fixed in my mind that it was valuable exactly 
as diamonds are valuable. I accepted that moujik 
as a priceless work of art, and it was not until I 
was well in middle age that it occurred to me that 
I was mistaken. 

Now and then we children were taken round to 
our grandfather’s house—a big house for the New 
York of those days—on the corner of Fourteenth 
street and Broadway, fronting Union square. In- 
side there was a large hall running up to the 
roof; there was a tesselated black and white marble 
floor and a circular staircase round the sides of 
the hall from the top floor down. 
much admired both the tesselated floor and the 
circular staircase. I think we were right about 
the latter, but I am not so sure as to the tesselated 


floor. 


* 
Spent Boyhood in Country. 
HE summers we spent in the country, now at 
one place, now at another. We children, of 
course, loved the country beyond anything. 
We disliked the city. We were always wildly eager 
to get to the country when spring came and very 
sad when in the late fall the family moved back to 
town. In the country we, of course, had all kinds of 
pets—cats, dogs, rabbits, a coon, and a sorrel Shet- 
land pony named General Grant. When my younger 
sister first heard of the real Gen. Grant, by the 
way, she was much struck by the coincidence that 
some one should have given him the same name 
as the pony. (Thirty years later my own children 
had their pony Grant-) 

In the country we children ran barefoot much of 
the time, and the seasons went by in a round of 
uninterrupted and enthralling pleasures—supervis- 
ing the haying and harvesting, picking apples, 
hunting frogs successfully and woodchucks unsuc- 
cessfully, gathering hickory nuts and chestnuts 
for sale to patient parents, building wigwams in 
the woods, and sometimes playing Indians in too 
realistic manner by staining ourselves (and, inct- 
dentally, our cldthes) in liberal fashion with poke 
cherry juice. Thanksgiving was an appreciated 
festival, but it in no way came up to Christmas. 

Christmas was an occasion of literally delirious 
joy. In the evening we hung up our stockings— 
or rather the biggest stockings we could borrow 
from the grown-ups—and before dawn we trooped 
in to open them while sitting on father’s and moth- 
er’s bed: and the bigger presents were arranged, 
those for each child on its own table, in the draw- 
ing room, the doors to which were thrown open 
after breakfast. I never knew any one else have 
what seemed to me such attractive Christmases, 
and in the next generation I tried to reproduce 
them exactly for my own children.

Father Best of Men. 
Y father, Theodore Roosevelt, was the best 
man I ever knew. He combined strength 
and courage with gentleness, tenderness, 
and great unselfishness. He would not tolerate in

us children selfishness or cruelty, idleness, coward- 


. fee, or untruthfulness. As we grew older he made 


us understand that the same standard of clean 
living was demanded for the boys as for the girls; 
that what was wrong in a woman could not be 
right in aman. With great love and patience and 
the most understanding sympathy and considera- 
tion he combined insistence on discipline. He 
never physically punished me but once, but he was 
the only man of whom I was ever really afraid. 
I do not mean that it was a wrong fear, for he was 
entirely just, and we children adored him. We 
used to wait in the library in the evening until we 
could hear his key rattling in the latch of the front 
hall, and then rush out to greet him; and we would 
troop into his room while he was dressing, to stay 
there as long as we were permitted, eagerly exam- 
ining anything which came out of his pockets 
which could be regarded as an attractive novelty. 

Every child has fixed in his memory various 
details which strike it as of grave importance. 
The trinkets he used to keep in a little box on 
his dressing table we children always used to speak 
of as “treasures.” The word, and some of the 
trinkets themselves, passed on to the next genera- 
tion. My own children, when small, used to troop 
into my room while I was dressing, and the grad- 
ually accumulating trinkets in the “ditty box "— 
the gift of an enlisted man in the navy—always 
excited rapturous joy. On occasions of solemn 
festivity each child would receive a trinket for his 
or her “ very own.” My children, by the way, en- 
joyed one pleasure I do not remember enjoying 
myself. When I ¢ame back from riding the child 
who brought the bootjack would itself promptly 
get into the boots and clump up and down the 
room with a delightful feeling of kinship with 
Jack of the seven league strides. 

*x* 

His First “ Licking.” : 

HE punishing incident I have referred to hap- 
pened when I was 4 years old. I bit my elder 
sister’s arm. I do not remember biting her 

arm, but I do remember running down to the yard, 
perfectly conscious that I had committed a crime. 
From the yard I went into the kitchen, got some 
dough from the cook, and crawled under the kitchen 
table. In a minute or two my father entered from 
the yard and asked where I was. The warm 
hearted Irish cook had a characteristic contempt 
for “informers,” but although she said nothing 
she compromised between informing and her con- 
science by casting a look under the table. My 
father immediately dropped on all fours and darted 
for me. I feebly heaved the dough at him, and, 


~ having the advantage of him because I could stand 
“up under the table, got a fair start for the stairs, 


but was caught halfway up them. The punish- 
ment that ensued fitted the crime, and I hope— 
and believe—that it did me good. 

I never knew any one who got greater joy out 
of living than did my father or any one who 
more wholeheartedly performed every duty; “and 
no one whom I have ever met approached his com- 
bination of enjoyment of life and performance of 
duty. He and my mother were given to a hos- 
pitality that at that time was associated more 
commonly with southern than northern house- 
holds; and, especially in their later years, when 
they had moved uptown, in the neighborhood of 
Central park, they kept a charming open house. 

* * 


Training of Youngsters. 

Y father worked hard at his business, for he 
died when he was 46, too early to have re- 
tired. He was interested in every social re- 

form movement, and he did an immense amount of 
practical charitable work himself. He was a big, 
powerful man, with a leonine face, and his heart 
filled with gentleness for those who needed help or 
protection and with the possibility of much wrath 
against a bully or an oppressor. He was very fond 
of riding, both on the road and across the country, 
and was also a great whip. He usually drove four- 
in-hand, or else a spike team—that is, a pair with a 
third horse in the lead. I do not suppose that such 
a team exists now. The trap that he drove we al- 
ways called the high phaeton. The wheels turned 
under in front. I haveit yet. He drove long tailed 
horses, harnessed loose in light American harness, 
so that the whole rig had no possible resemblance 
to anything that would be seen now. 

My father always excellen in improving every 
spare half hour or three-quarters of an hour, 
whether for work or enjoyment. Much of his 
four-in-hand driving was done in the summer aft- 
ernoons when he would come out on the train from 
his business in New York. My mother and one 
or perhaps two of us children might meet him at 
the station. I can see him now getting out of 
the car in his linen duster, jumping into the 
wagon, and instantly driving off at a rattling pace, 
the duster sometimes bagging like a balloon. The 
four-in-hand, as can be gathered from the above 
description, did not in any way in his eyes repre- 
sent possible pageantry. He drove it because he 
liked it He was always preaching caution to his 
boys, but in this respect he did not practice his 
preaching overmuch himself; and, being an excel- 
lent whip, he liked to take chances. Generally 
they came out all right. Occasionally they did not; 
but he was even better at getting out of a scrape 
than into it. 

Once when we were driving into New York late 
at night the leaders stopped. He filcked them, and 
the next moment we could dimly: make out that 
they had jumped. It then appeared that the street 
was closed and that a board had been placed across 
it, resting on two barrels, but without a lantern. 
Over this board the leaders had jumped, and there 
was considerable excitement before we got the 
board taken off the barrels and resumed our way. 
When in the city on Thanksgiving or Christmas 
my father was very apt to drive my mother and a 
couple of friends up to the racing park to take 
lunch. But he was always back in time to go to 
the dinner at the Newsboys’ Lodging house and, 
not infrequently, also to Miss Sattery’s night schoo! 
for little Italians. At a very early age we chil- 
dren were taken with him and were required to 
help. He was a stanch friend of Charles Loring 
Brace and was particularly interested in the News. 
boys’ Lodging houses and in the night schools and 
in getting the children off the streets and out on 
farms in the west. 

When I was president the governor of Alaska 
under me, Gov. Brady, was one of these ex-news- 
boys who had been sent from New York out west

by Mr. Brace and my father. My father was 
greatly interested in the societies to prevent 
cruelty to children and cruelty to animals. On 
Sundays he had a mission class. On his way to 
it he used'to drop us children at our Sunday schoo! 
in Dr. Adams’ Presbyterian church on Madison 
square; I remember hearing my aunt. my mother's 
sister, saying that when he walked along with us 
children he always reminded her of Greatheart 
in Bunyan. Under the spur of his example I 
taught a mission class myself for three years be- 
fore going to coliege and for all four years that 
I was in college. I do not think I made much of a 
success of it. But the other day on getting out of 
a taxi in New York the chauffeur spoke to me and 
told me that he was one of my old Sunday school 
pupils. I remembered him well and was much 
pleased to find that he was an ardent Bull Mooser'!

Mother a Southern W oman. 


Y mother, Martha Bulloch, was a sweet, 

gracious, beautiful southern woman, a de- 

lightful companion and beloved by every- 
body. She was entirely “ unreconstructed” to the 
day of her death. Her mother, my grandmother, 
one of the dearest of old ladies, lived with us and 
was distinctly overindulgent to us children, being 
quite unable to harden her heart towards us even 
when the occasion demanded it. 

Towards the close of the civil war, although a 
very small boy, I grew to have a partial but alert 
understanding of the fact that the family were not 
one in their views about that conflict, my father 
being a strong Lincoln Republican; and once, when 
I felt that I had been wronged by maternal dis- 
cipline during the day, I attempted a partial 
vengeance by praying with loud fervor for the suc- 
cess of the union arms when we all came to say 
our prayers before my mother in the evening. 

She was not only a most devoted mother but 
was also blessed with a strong sense of humor, and 
she was too much amused to punish me; but I 
was warned not to repeat the offense, under pen- 
alty of my father’s being informed—he being the 
dispenser of serious punishment. Morning prayers 
were with my father. We used to stand at the 
foot of the stairs, and when father came down we 
called out: “I speak for you and the cubby hole, 
too.” There were three of us young children, 
and we used to sit with father on the sofa while 
he conducted morning prayers.. The place betwvcen 
father and the arm of the sofa we called the 
“cubby hole.” The child who got that place we 
regarded as especially favored, both in comfort 
and somehow or other in rank and title. The two 
who were left to sit on the much wider expanse 
of sofa on the other side of father were outsiders 
for the time being. 

My Aunt Anna, my mother’s sister, lived with us. 
She wasas devoted. to us children as was my 
mother hers¢lf, and we were equally devoted to 
her in return. She taught us our lessons while 
we were little. 

My uncle Jimmy Bulloch was forgiving and jus 
in reference to the union forces and could discuss 
all phases of the civil war with entire fairness and 
generosity. But in English politics he prompt!» 
became a Tory of the most ultra-conservative 
school. Lincoln and Grant he could admire. but 


s he would not-listen to anything in favor of Mr. 


Gladstone. The only occasions on which I ever 
shook his faith in me were when I would venture 
meekly to suggest that some of the manifestly pre. 
posterous falsehoods about Mr. Gladstone could not 
be true. My uncle was one of the best men I have 
ever known, and when I have sometimes been 
tempted to wonder how good people can believe 
of me the unjust and impossible things they do 
believe I have consoled myself by thinking of Uncle 
Jimmy Bulloch’s perfectly sincere conviction that 
Gladstone was a man of quite exceptional and 
._ nameless infamy in both public and private life. 
My mother’s two brothers, James Dunwoovie 
Bulloch and Irvine Bulloch, came to visit us shortly 
after the close of the war. Both came under as. 
sumed names, ‘as they were among the confeder- 
ates who were at that time exempted from the 
amnesty. “Uncle Jimmy” Bulloch was a dear old 
retired sea captain, utterly unable to “get on” in 
the worldly sense of that phrase, as valiant and 
simple and upright a soul as ever lived. a veritable 
Col. Newcome. He was an admiral in the confed 
erate navy and was the builder of the famous 
confederate war vessel Alabama. My uncle Irvine 
Bulloch was a midshipman on the Alabama and 
fired the last gun discharged from its batteries in 
the fight with the Kearsarge. Both of these uncles 
lived in Liverpool after the war. |

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Wounded at Fort 
Sheridan in Need 


of Many Things

S tt universal and inevitable—that 

feeling of embarrassment, diffi- 

dence, humiliation that  over- 

whelmed one member of a party 
of visitors at the military hospital at 
Fort Sheridan when walking through 
the wards where wounded men lay or 
gat around? Was it only imagination 
that gave to those unsmiling faces just 
the merest suggestion of a look of 
ineffable reproach? As the healthy, 
physically intact and prosperous ci- 
vilans passed through those big, bare, 
well populated rooms, whose only fur- 
niture was rows of narrow cots, did 
the inescapable question look through 
the eyes that glanced indifferently at 
the group of visitors: “Just why am 
I here minus a leg or with this splinter 
of an arm while you are whole and 
happy?” 

Perhaps not; perhaps the trouble 
some sense of responsibility, of guilty 
acquiescence, was merely a case of 
morbid complex. But certain it is that 
the reaction from a visit to a military 
hospital, where the wreckage of youth 
is being repaired, is an intense desire 
immediately to furnish such an insti- 
tution with everything it needs for 
the instruction and entertainment cf 
its inmates. No one of us has a right 
to enjoy a phonograph, a pool table, 
@ game of any kind, a book or maga- 
zine, a typewriter, even a table, chatr, 


or lamp, as long as those wounded 
men at the Fort Sheridan hospital are 


fitting or lying about in somber idle- 
ness because of a lack of these things. 
Other Things Needed. 

There is great and immediate need 
up there for such equipment and for 
Many other things that will minister 
to their convalescence and aid in their 
return to normal life and independence. 
Maj. Reagle, who is in charge of the 


_ Teconstruction and education of the 


Men there, has excellent plans for his 
Work and already is starting some of 
Rh, but he needs typewriters, survey- 
ing instruments, old autos, . printing 
Presses, shoe mending machinery, 
trades tools of many kinds to use in 
this supremely important department 
of the hospital. , 

The men are to be instructed accord- 
ing to their various needs in reading, 
Writing, arithmetic, mechanics, agricul- 
ture, manual trades, accounts, and 
Many other callings with the triple 
jects of occupational therapy, mental 
Gistraction, and to fit them to be self- 
Supporting when they return to civil- 
fan life. 

Lieut. Fallon is especially in charge 
@f the entertainment of the men there, 
8nd is anxious for codperation from the 
Women of Chicago and the north 
Shore. According to him, there was 
mMéver a more acute need for a Y. 
W. c. A. hostess house than there is 
Nght now at Fort Sheridan.

Old Post Much Changed. 

Have you seen Fort Sheridan lately 
with its amazing new crop of build- 
ings? You would hardly recognize the 
erstwhile quiet old post, whose mass- 
ive shaft of a water tower, and ugly, 
little, pale yellow buildings have been 
familiar features on the north shore 
for a quarter of a century. The big 
parade ground, where several crops of 
officers were hastily drilled in the last 
two years is now littered with lumber 
and sprouting with probably the ugli- 
est and most useful architecture that 
ever sprang into existence at the touch 
of a master’s wand. 

The plan is to care for five or six 
thousand wounded there, and as each 
wounded man has to have a man and 
a half to tend, cook, and care for him, 
this will turn the old, once deserted 
post into quite a populous spot as long 
as the work of caring for our war he- 
roes is needed.

Glories of Sunset: 


Hour Shown in 
a Series of Oils 


The eun rolls in eweeps of color 
Down the waiting reach of the sky, 

Etching the world>with crimson 
From the veins of days that die, 


In the far off stil) of the twilight 
A loon is distantiy heard. 

An owl hoots once from the swamplands, 
From the heart of the woods, a bird. 


In the east a new moon rises,

The sun and the sky and ‘the water, 
In the peace of the coming night— 

Wever such perfect mirrofs

NLESS the aitention is called to 
it one rarely realizes the infinite 
variety of beauty that the sun 
setting over a iake can give. It 

ig not all of us who have the oppor- 
tunity night after night of watching 
the red disk go down behind the rip- 
pling horizon. Yet, if we could there 
is scarcely a rarer pleasure that may 
be so simply had. 

Last summer, with his ease! planted 
on a stretch of sand beside the shim- 
mering waters of a lake in Michigan, 
an artist, evening after evening, made 
sketches of the various beautiful pic. 
tures that were unrolled before him. 
The result of these evenings Is seen 
in the group of oil paintings which he 
is now showing. 

J. Wellington Reynolds—one remem- 
bers his name in connection with va- 
rious exhibitions at the institute and 
Arts club—has succeeded in these 
sketches in catching and setting in 
paint many of the transient glories of 
the sunset hour. In looking at them 
it is difficult to make a choice of 
whether this or that is the more lovely. 

In some the color is as soft as the 
delicate shading of a butterfly’s wing, 
a quiver of rose and gold falling 
through the clouds, tinting the tiny 
Waves that caress the sand with a 
soft, swinging murmur. In others the 
storm spirit is aroused. Gray clouds 
pile up over the horizon, the water is 
gray and threatening. The sun is a 
thin red circle of fire, like an evil 
eye glaring at the world. The storm 
breaks, and passes. The wind sweeps 
the green clouds before it. The sky 
clears. A path of gold leads from the 
sun, and peace descends again upon 
the water. 

Most beautiful perhaps is the misty, 
dusky evening lit by the broken light 
of the sun that hangs like a prism in 
the sky, far down, before dropping sud- 
denly out of sight. Lavendar, yellow, 
pink, rose, red, crimson, blue, green— 
all the shades of the paint box are 
there, but infinitely softened and biend- 
ed together in a marvelous web of 


. color. 


There opened last Monday at the 
Arts club an exhibition of paintings by 
members. It is a representative exhi- 
bition, and, onthe whole, of excellent 
quality. It is the type of exhibition 
that I dislike most to discuss because 
the majority of the canvases are good 
—and it is an ungrateful task to men- 
tion one here and one there, while in 
all probability pictures equally pleas- 
ing must be neglected through lack of 
However, if I can bear with 
myself to the end, I may be able to 
make a slight recognition of all of 
those canvases that by their own ap- 
peal forbid the possibility of such neg- 
lect. 

Undoubtedly the most striking paint- 
ing is that of Ben-Rin. tribeman of 
North Morocco, by Mary H. Wicker. 
It is a strong, finished piece of work. 
It may be best, however, to go back a 
moment to the first gallery and make 
& running comment on certain of the 
pictures there. 

“Spanish Door Way,” by Edmund 8. 
Campbell, is a charming bit. There 
is a pink gate in a white wall; above 
the gate is a barred window about 
which twine flowering vines. The 
white light of the sun bathes the whole 
in that sensuous, warm glow that is 
only felt in the countries of the south. 


Lleanor Jewett :: 


“Japanese,” by Enoch Vognild, is 
a terrifying, brightly painted bronze 
dragon chained with a heavy chain to 
a painted wall. . 

Marie Blanke has two decorative 
pieces of dull, blunt, unsubdued, un- 
related colors, that yet in the mass 
blend into a surprising harmony. “Hid- 
ing,” ty Conde W. Hickok, shows a 
little girl behind a clump, of tall holly- 
hocks. There are two canvases by 
Charles Shackleton. In one the red 
flush of sumach dyes the slope of the 
hill, and in the other a road winds be- 
tween the bronzed crests of autumnal 
maples. 

An extremely decorative piece of 
sand and blossoming cactus is by Isa- 
bel Jones—nothing startling about. it, 
ferhaps, except its vivid, broad color 
and direct handling. 

“Le Basin,” by Nell Coover, is un- 
usually attractive. The dim, dusky

sailles leading from it, and three little 
children playing by it, sailing boats on 
its shallow brown depths, is some 
how, fascinating. 

In the second gallery the portrait 
of two golden haired boys dressed in 
white sailor suits, “ The Shaw Boys,” 
by Harriet Blackstone, catches the eye. 
“Early June,” by Paul Bartlett, is a 
lovely snatch of river, edged with pur- 
ple iris over which butterflies are hov- 
ering. In mood it is a little like “ Le 
Basin.” Mr. Bartlett’ has, too, an in- 
teresting portrait of his wife, rather 
unusual] in conception, as, except for 
the palor of the face, the entire can- 
vas is painted in rather gloomy tones. 

An exotic touch is felt in the paint- 
ings of Gerald A. Frank. “I have 
kissed thy mouth, Jokanaan,” ‘is il- 
lustrative of the mood of despair, dis- 
gust, and horror that swept over Sa

dance, she saw in its ghastliness the 
head of John the Baptist offered to 
her on a salver.

“It Is Finished” is an interesting 
painting of the last scene in the life 
of Christ. There is a’ green hill on 
which against the sky three crosses 
are outlined. The figures of the 
thieves are faintly seen upon them. 
In the eenter is the Son 01 Man. The 
sky behind is rent with an unholy 
light, a silver radiance, all the more 
brilliant because of the storm that has 
fallen upon the earth. In the green 
glow the figures of people are dim on 
the hillside, crouching, groveling, 
kneeling, as the emotion and the sense 
of the crime that has been enacted 
above their heads overcomes them. 

“Reflection” and “The Knitting 
Party,” by Pauline Palmer, are inter- 


esting. The portrait of Mrs. Dickin- 


son by Cecil Clark Davis is not as suc- 
cessful. Perhaps her portraits of 
children have spoiled us, but !t is true 
that this likeness leaves us more than 
cold. 

Among the other painters represent- 
ed are A. H. Schmidt, Joseph L. Reich- 
mann, Joseph Birren, Flora E. Scheod- 
field, Marie E. Blanke, Dorothy V. 
Anderson, Anna Lynch, Jessie Benton 
Evans, Edith Sterchi, and Carl N. 
Werntz. 

There is tn the new wing of the Art 
institute an interesting exhibition of 
pictures by Abbott H. Thayer and Ger- 
ald H. Thayer Ulustrating protective 
coloration in nature. Some of the prin- 
ciples expounded are, of course, not 
new. It is well known that rabbits and 
other fur bearing animals are more or 
less adapted by nature to their envi- 
ronment. A snake in a pile of dead 
leaves or in a road of loose sand or 
dirt is practically invisible. Squirrels 
flattened against a tree trunk are hard 
to see. Mr. Thayer has elaborated 
these theories and conveys them to 
us in his pictures. The pictures serve 
as well as a reminder of how just 
such suggestions worked in the great 
war under the skillful brushes of the 
camouflage artists to render invisible 
to the enemy many places and things 
of value.

“ A’ HOME FIT FOR HEROES.” 


Gradually the men who fought to save their 
country are coming home to it, large numbers of 
wounded first, men who limp, men with canes and 
crutches, with service stripes and wound bars. 
Gradually all the troops will be withdrawn. Even 
the army of occupation will be withdrawn. The 
American Expeditionary Force will be back in the 
United States and the American army in the 
l'nited States will be in civilian clothes and civilian 
pursuits. 

These men—there are over 3,000,000 of them 
with various kinds of service and various kinds 
of experience—have done a great deal for their 
country. The men who gave the most will not 
come back, but they superimpose another burden 
upon the obligations of the nation to the men 
who served it and saved it . 


What is the nation to do in service to the men 
who served? Obligation is reciprocal—the obliga- 
tion of the citizen to the state, the obligation of 
the state to the citizen. Lloyd George, with a 
democratic prescience, says that for the British 
empire which has been saved the duty is to make 
the British empire a fit home for heroes. 

What makes a nation a fit home for heroes? 
The demands are as wide and generous as the 
demands of a widely and generously lived Yfe. 
Life demands various things in various stages— 
from adventure in youth to security in old age. 

American thought ordinarily works out in terms 
of utility. If a person does not have adenoids in 
youth, does have the sufficient calories of food, 
escapes hazard, moral and physical, has a hygienic | 
home and a sufficient pay check given without 
an imposition of unjust hours of work, has a 
guaranty against an old age of poverty, votes 
regularly and sometimes ineffectively, eats, sleeps, 
reads, has friends, raises children, and is gathered 


‘to his fathers in a comfortable bed—life has been 
complete. 


It has not. When these assurances of life have 


| been obtained life has but begun, it has just és- 


tablished itself for the action which it requires. 
These are the things- upon which humankind, if 


|fortunate, bases the pleasurable experiences of 


life. A home fit for heroes must have more than 
good plumbing, a sound roof, an effective heating 
plant, a sufficient icebox, and a good bed. It must 
have them. It must be planned for the health 
and physical well being of the resident. But it 
must have more. 

Life for certain ages is an ecstasy of adventure. 
It is not a monotony of existence by rules which 
Dr. Evans would lay down as prudent. It seeks 
frontiers and not slippers.. It is impatient and not 
prudent; it seeks happiness in activity, even in 
hazard, rather than security in inactivity. 

American social policy is one of repression. 
Repression closes avenues of action. It checks 
activity by prohibition and elimination. Man's 
life begins with the essentials of food and security. 
Its needs do not stop there. There must be the 
pot au feu. There must also be the decorations 
of life, the hazards, excitements, the color and 
action. 

Life is not protoplasmic, content to exist. It 
demands action, and our prudential theories pro- 
ceed by actuarial rules to wrong social conclu- 
sions. We want to avoid moral and mental ade- 
noids. 

A home fit for heroes will give them the decora- 
tions which life instinctively craves. Inertia Is 
a dangerous social condition because people who 
remain inert do one of two things—they wither 
or they rebel. 

Activity is not immoral. Hazard is not immoral. 
The prudential theory of life is not inherently or 
inevitably virtuous. The United States, having 
lost fits geographical frontiers as hazards, needs 
moral frontiers. It needs a cultivation of condi- 
tions which produced the old breed of Persians 
taught to shoot straight and tell the truth. 

It needs a stimulation of general activity in 
which men seeking happiness in a clean fashion 
can d it. It needs to proceed upon the basic 
. thought that life is competition. We need boxing— 
we are inclined also to say horse racing—freedom 
from moralistic restraints which curb natural de 
sires not inherently inimical to good order—a gen- 
erous play of activity which invites healthy, ao 
tive men into pleasurable excitements. 

A fit home for heroes is not a dingy hall bed- 
room. It is a spacious place in which the mind 
can be kept healthy by the opportunities given 
the physical being. 

We hope the plumbing in this land is attended 
te: that sunshine and good wages turn slums into 
@eoent habitations; that health offictals keep the 
death rate down; that wise industrial laws compen- 
sate the workman, keep him from the financial] 
consequence of injury and give him the assurance 
of olf age in comfort—and also, when the men 
come home to the home that ts to be fit for heroes, 
that there are some pictures on the wall. 

It will not be a fit home if its windows all look 
upre gray skies and if the outdoors does nothing 
but rain. Adventure is a requirement of life. 
Only our moral and mental frontiers now offer it. 
We cannot safely close them. 


GOVERNMENT BY HABIT. 


We have no desire to be cruel and unusual by 
“opefing old wounds. Smoking continues to be 
abolished from the street cars. And though the 
protest against the rule was loud and acrid, the 
rule continues in effect; no one seems to have 
suffered; nonsmoking has become the rule; a new 
habit is established; and thus we are governed. 
The essence of government hy habit is that it 
' ts effective as to time and place. In reality it

HERE ARE WILD 
WOMEN. | 


‘Women instincttvely will say that the thesis of 
this editorial is wrong if not malevolent Some 
may covertly agree that it is right. The thesis is 
an assertion of the feministic doctrine that the 
man's place is in the home. 


The masculine doctrine that the woman's place 
is in the home has met with such conspicuous lack 
of success that in answer to it there is the an- 
nouncement from Washington that woman's suf- 
frage needs only one more vote in the United 
States senate and probably will get it. We might 
add that inevitably it will get it. 


Women in asserting that man's place is in the 
home have successfully put their repression upon 
all activities of life which take men away from the 
home. Mr. Lardner once wrote of the little prairie 
flower, growing wilder every hour. Where there 
are wild women there are tame men. 


A matriarchy is a thing which apprehensive men 
dread because it is so utterly ruthless if onoe it 
obtains power. The drone is a terrible example 
and a beehive is nothing that the tired business 
man would enter if he knew its processes. Fem- 
inism In the United States has been devoted con- 
spicuously and ostensibly to getting-something for 
women. It has worked with less clamor and great- 
er effectiveness In taking things away from men. 
A man cannot go to a prize fight, except in cer- 
tain areas of this U. S. A.—the “this” emphasized 
in assertion of the singular purpose of the United 
States of America—because if he did go he would 
be away from home and engaged in some purely 
masculine delights which women do not under- 
stand. The main thing is he would be away from 
home. 

Feministic influence has been thrown politically, 
socially, and morally against every activity of life 
in which the men asserted themselves collectively 
a® men. A gang of men is something repugnant 
to the American woman idea if the gang gets to- 
gether at night. 

Baseball is tolerated because it {s played in the 
afternoon and the man is supposed to be in his 
office. If it were played at night, with electric 
light, it would be a dead sport, or one seen only 
by misogynists and undesirables. 

Women have almost succeeded in making pool a 
disreputable game. “ Hanging around a poolroom ” 
is one of the terrible crimes of which a reputable 
citizen could be accused and pool can be one of 
the most innocent games in which man could be 
engaged. The saloons are to be closed forever 
because too many husbands too often came heme 
an hour and a half late to dinner. ] 

Golf will come next because it takes the man 
away on Sunday, from 7 a. m. until 7 p.m. If the 
men really went to lodge meeting the women 
would b up all the fraternal orders in the 
United States. 

The imprint of feminine influence upon mascu- 
line habits in the United States is a great deal 
more conspicuous than the impending suctess in 
gaining the ballot. It is not what they are about 
to get for themselves that is significant. It is 
what they are taking away fromthe men that 
reveals the power of women in the United States, 
the subtle, covertly used influence which has in- 
sistently changed the man’s life and is continuing 
to change it. 

And there is nothing to do about it unless the 
women will have a heart. We are closer to a 
matriarchy than we thought. 


SPANISH IN THE SCHOOLS. 

A decrease of 50 per cent in the number of high 
school pupils taking up the study of German sug: 
gests the advisability of substituting Spanish as a 
language of great advantages. 

Aside from the fact that German has certain 
literary and scientific values there never was any 
overwhelming reason for its introduction in the 
Chicago school system. It has been entirely dis- 
continued in the elementary schools and four of 
the twenty-one high schools have discarded it. In 
the remaining seventeen high schools the attend- 
ance in German classes is steadily declining. 

The study of foreign languages should entail 
some practical advantage. Industrially there are 
two languages on this hemisphere on the continent. 
These are English and Spanish. We hope for a 
more thorough commercial relationship between 
the peoples employing these languages. That 
relationship can be established and maintained 
by sympathy in communication between individ- 
uals. 

The Central and South American republics may 
be disposed to harmonious neighborliness even if 
they cannot talk to us except through an interpre- 


of communication they will not have an advantage 
over us im that single respect. But if we learn 
to talk with them in their own tongue we shall 
immediately acquire an advantage in several re- 
spects, 

Commercial penetration is not solely a matter of 
offering such an article for such a price It isa 
matter of education and peaceful, civilizing, and 
industrial propaganda. The best propaganda Is 
| that distributed in personal association. American 
youths will do well to engage in the Spanish speak- 
ing trade, fitted not only industrially but linguisti- 
cally.

| A UTOPIA FOR NEGROES 


| BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 


[Correspondence from Huropean Bureau of 
The Tribune.] 

PARIS, Dec. 30.—An Ethiopian Utopia, te be fash- 
joned out of the German colonies, is the latest dream 
of leaders of the Negro race who are here at the 
invitation of the United States government as part 
of the extensive entourage of the American peace 
delegation. Robert R. Moton, successor of the late 
Booker as head of Tuskegee institute, 
and Dr. Willlam HB. B. Du Boils, editor of The Crisis, 
are promoting a pan~African conference to be held 
here Guring the winter while the peace conference is 
on full bDiast. It is to embrace Negro leaders from 
America, Abyssinia, Liberia, Haiti, and the French 
and British colonies and other parts of the black 
world. Its object is to get out of the peace confer- 
ence an effort to modernize the @ark continent and in 
the world reconstruction to provide international ma- 
| shinery looking towards the civilization of the African 
natives. 

The Negro leadere-are not agreed upon any definite 
plan, but Dr. Du Boils has mapped out a scheme 
which he has presented In the form of a memorandum 


ing. As “ self-determination ” fs one of the words to 
conjure with in Paris nowadays, the Negro leaders 
are seeking to have it applied, if pessible, in a 
measure to their race In Africa. ‘ 
—_— 

Dr. Du Bois ests forth that while the principle of 
self-determination cannct be applied te uncivilized 
peonies, yet the educated blacks should have some 
voice In the Gimsposition of the German colonies. He 
maintains that tn settling what is to be done with the 
German colonies the peace conference might consider 
the wishes of the intelligent Negroes in the colonies 
themselves, the Negroes of the United States and of 
South America and the West Indies, the Negro gov- 
ernments of Abyssinia, Liberia, and Haiti, the edu- 
cated Negroes in French West Africa and equatorial 
Africa, and in British Uganda, Nigeria, Basutoland, 
| Swaziland, Slerra Leone, Gold Coast, Gambia, and 
Bechuanaland, and the educated blacks in the Union 
of Africa. 

Dr. Du Bois’ dream is that the peace conference 
could form an internationalized Africa, to have as 


1,000,000 square miles and 12,600,000 population. 

“To this,” his plan reads, “could be added by 
negotiation the 800,000 square miles and 9,000,000 In- 
habitants of Portuguese Africa. It is not impossible 
that Belgium oould be persuaded to add to such a 
state the 900,000 square miles and 9,000,000 natives 
of the Congo, making an international Africa with 
over 2,500,000 square miles of land and over 20,000,000 
people. 

“This Africa for the Africans could be under the 
guidance of organized civilization. The governing 
international commission should represent not simply 
governments, but modern culture, science, commerce, 
social reform, and religious philanthropy. It must 
represent not simply the white world, but the civ- 
{lized Negro world. 

“ With: these two principlés the practical policies to 
be followed out in the government of the new states 
should involve a thorough and Complete system of 
modern education, built upon the present government, 
religion, and customary law of the natives. The real 
effort to modernize Africa should be through schools 
rather than churches. Within ten years 20,000,000 
black children ought to be in school. Within a gen- 
eration young Africa should know the essential out- 
lines of modern culture. From the beginning the 
actual general government should use both colored 
and white officials, 

“We can, if we will, inaugurate on the dark conti- 
nent a last great crusade for humanity. With Africa 
redeemed, Asia would be safe and Burope indeed 
triumphant.”

WHAT WE MAY REASONABLY EXPECT. 


H have a« right to expect that 

year lost whose “low descending 

sun * does not show some gain 

in the warfare against what 
President Hastings of the American 
Public Health association calls the in- 
visible foes 


Although warfare amongst nations fs 
dramatic and attention arresting, as it 
should be, the means of accomplishing 
the end is by destruction of livea, and 
war does not destroy as many lives as 
are ed by preventable disease. 
We were in the war almost two years 
and we lost about 50,000 lives. Influenza 
alone caused the death of 400,000 in 
twelve weeks, No European nation be- 
tween 1914 and 1918 had as many killed 
in battle or die from wounds as they had 
die in the same period from preventable 
disease. While these are general state- 
ments, the facts are so much understated 
that ghe margin of error will not be even 
approximately used up. 

As our interest in war declines, our fn- 
terest in health should increase. At any 
rate, let us take the time to forecast the 
outlook for 1919. It is not easy to foresee 
what the year will bring forth. We nat- 
urally hope that the nation wfll accept 
the demonstration made by the army and 
proceed to protect the civilians against 
disease as well as the army has been 
protected. 


On Nov. 16, the British Medical Jour- 
nal tn writing of the victorious ending 
of the war said: “ The old time diseases 
of armies have been eliminated; the 
newer ones have been controlled.” Would 
we could say at fhe end of 1919—all these 
diseases which were eliminated from the 
army in 1917 and 1918 have been elim- 
inated from ¢the civilian population in 
1919. But that requires control, will- 
ingness to abide by decision as to what 
is best, surrendering of some liberties 
and rights tn order that larger liberties 
and rights may be gained. Are we will- 
ing to pay the price? 

A few days ago a grogp of convales- 
cent soldiers returned from Europe and 
under care in a camp in this country 
rebelled. They had been fed up on dis- 
cipline while at the front. Now they 
wanted lieense. What did they care 
about whether it was best for them or 
not? They wanted license. If this were 
an isolated instance, it ought to be 
passed over without thought, but it {s 
not. For nearly four years similar stories 
have been coming from Canada. Con- 
sumptives whose very lives depended on 
following a certain course insisted upon 
doing as they pleased. It was their lives 
and they had earned the right to do as 
they pleased. Soldiers with’ nervous 
troubles were especially difficult, and the 
people were disposed to back them up. 
Therefore, we cannot reasonably expect 
that the millenium in which there is 
no case of any preventable disease is 
now at hand. Samuel Butler's imaginary 
kingdom of Erehwodn will not come to 
pass here in 1919. 


If we cannot expect the whole, there 


are parts that will be attained, Regis- 
tration wi _far better done. Now 70. 
per cent of the Péople live in the area 


in which the census office says that 99 
per cent of the deaths occurring are reg- 
istered. That percentage will be in- 
creased this year. 


When the last annual report on regis- 
tration of births was made, only ten 
states that were in the registration area 
were able to get 90 per cent of the 
births occurring registered. There will 
be a material increase in the proportion 
when the next report is issued, and the 
end of 1919 wiN see a further considera- 
ble increase... 


So many people had trouble during 
1917 and 1918 because they could not get 
legal evitence of birth, age, and parent- 
age that when birth registration fs pro- 
posed, all these people will get out and 
work for it. . 

For the last two years no army has 
had any typhoid fever worth speaking 
of. There was some of this disease in 
the first year of the war, but after that 
it was negligible. When three of four 
million men who have been serving as 
soldiers, sailors, and marines get back 
to their home towns, they will object to 
having typhoid fever rampant as it for- 
merly was. 

For several years the amount of ty- 
phoid fever has been rapidly falling. The 
cities have pretty well cleaned it up. The 
soldiers will stir up the rural 4istricts. 
When the camsus office gives us the fig- 
ures for 1919, I am sure we will find that 
there has been a great decrease in ty- 
pholtd fever. 

CONSUMPTION. Consumption has 
been steadily declining for several years. 


In places the decrease has been as great 


as 50 per cent. In many places it has 
reached 25 per cent. The report of the 
census office shows a steady small yearly 
improvement in this disease. It was pre- 
dicted that the war would cause this im- 
provement to halt for a few years dur- 
ing which there would be an actual loss. 

But the war did not last long, and it 
did not seriously disturb our economic 
affairs while it lasted. At the very worst 
the country will not show the custom- 
ary impravement in 1919. I do not even 
expect that. My prediction is that the 
progress of repression of consumption 
will not be materially interrupted in 1919. 

VENEREAL DISEASES. In every war 
for the last 400 years the returning sol- 
diers have spread venereal diseaSes wide- 
ly. Such will not be the case in this war. 
Our soldiers are ‘freer from venereal 
disease than men of the same age in 
civil life. 

When we entered the war practically 
no health department was doing any- 
thing to control venereal disease, Less 
than six years ago an assistant corpora- 
tion council in Chicago informed a coun-. 
cil committee that venereal disease 
could not be included in the contagious 
Gigease ordinance because it was not 
contagious. Now every state has a ven- 
ereal disease division in its health de- 
partment. Some states spend more 
money in controlling venereal disease 
than they spend on ary other G@isease ; 
and some spend as much in this fleld as 
they spend on all other diseases com- 
bined. We have no basis of comparison 
since no one knows how much venereal 
disease there was ten years ago, oF two 
years ago. Nevertheless we are justified 
inexpecting a matefial decrease in ven- 
ereal diseases. 


THE BABY DEATH RATE. The baby 
death rate has been steadily declining 
for years. I think we can expect a fur- 
ther improvement in this particular. PS)

I wish I could predict an improvement 
in the pneumonia situation in 1919, but 
I cannot see my way clear to do so. 

A high pneumonia rate always follows 
in the wake of influenza. We have every 
reason to anticipate heavy pneumonia 


rates for each of the next two or three | 


years. The only hope that I can see 
is that the bacterlology of the disease 
may be so developed as to make a vac- 
cine possible. The army now has a vac- 
cine in which they have faith. But it will 
not be possible for them to prove its 
worth and for the civilian population 
to make universal or almost universal 
use of ft during 1919. Assuming that it 
will Go everything the army hopes for, it 
will take time to convince the people. 

We remember the saylkg that the rea- 
son fish bite is becasue those who are 
hooked, and thus learn by experience, are 
removed to other spheres of usefulness, 
Well people, like the devil, are not fond 
of the monk business. 


I wish I could predict a national health 
department in 1919. Great Britain will 
establish a ministry of health in 1919 
unless all signs fail. But we are more 
conservative. A year ago the president 
considered a plan for a national health 
administrator, with functions similar to 
those of the other administrators—ralil- 
road, fuel, food. Had such an adminis- 
trator been appointed he might not have 
spared us tHis invasion of influenza with 
its toll of deaths already reaching half 


a million; but he at least would have) 


done these things: 


He would have warned wus several 
months in advance of the oncoming epi- 
demic. He would have had men in Eu- 
rope observing it. He would have had 
laboratories working. on its problems in 
advance of the coming of the disease. He 
might have succeded in preventing per- 
sons sick with,influenza from landing at 
our ports. Of this I am certain—he would 
have distributed the physicians between 
the army and the civilian population, 
and distributed the physicians among the 


civilian population in such @ way as to’ 
have materially spared us the suffering | 
through which we have just passed. | 


I was informed recently thatone-half. 
the death certificates of perSons dying | 


with influenza in onemonth last fall were 
marked ‘ No physician in attendance.”

per cent of the men, who enlisted for the 
duration of the war, and 10 per cent of the 
men who enlisted for four years, between 
the dates of April 7, 1917, and Jan. 11, 
1918. This per cent is based on the forces 
remaihing in .service after the release of 
previous per cents. 

The selection of men to be released from 
' active duty or discharged is made in ac- 
cordance with the strength of their claim.

“‘bolshe.”’ It was the name applied to the 
extremely radical wing of the Social Demo- 
cfatic party following the «@plit in that or- 
ganization in 1905. The cause of dissension 
in the ranks of the Social Demogratic party 
was not «6 much differe se of opinion over 
the principles comprising the political plat- 
form as it was over the methods of bringing 
these principles into actual being. The RBol- 
sheviki were firm adherenta of violent meth- 
ods. Anarchism, terrofism, bloodshed, were 
the keynotes of their @ystem. L6cal revolu- 
tion of sporadic chafacter, they believed, 
would accomplish much. The Mensheviki 
(party of the minority), or opposing faction. 
believed in more modérate means to the end. 
and revolution, according to their view, ta 
produce results, must be widespread with ac- 
tive participation by all classes. 


So much for the Social Democratic party. 
The other social party of Russia, composed 
almost wholly of peasants, was the Social 
Revolutionary party, which in turn é@plit ub 
into two factions. In 1917 the radical party 
joined hands with the Bolsheviki for the rea- 
son that, with thé exception of an agrarian 
policy, their views were identical. The So 
cial Revolutionists in affiliating themselves 
with the Bolsheviki adopted that name,

This is the Irish mood which common sense and common

With the allies. He would be capable of the supreme im 
partiality of seeing that England could be right although 
she had been wrong: and eVen that Ireland could be wrong 
although she had beén wronged. 

But all the time he would play with a perennial fount 
of satire and insight on the fundamenta! spiritual facts 
that falsify the English position in Ireland. He would 
make us feel that we were only right In one thing because 
we were so wrong in many things. 

s s 

HERE are many examples of this fn his little book of 
T essays; but the one I would emphasize here especially 

is his very vital potnt about the domestic nature of 
the whole sociology of Ireland. Here again he is all the 
more impressive for being In a sense impartial, or even 
what some would cal] indifferent. He is not what is called 
orthodox; he might well be called skeptical. He has culti- 
vated rather continental esthetics than Catholic apologet- 
ics.

There is no “ best route "’ from Chicago to 
St. Louis in January. Unless you have ex- 
traordinary good luck in the matter of 
weather conditions, you are pretty sure to 
find the roads in bad condition. If you must 
make the trip. follow the Starved Rock trail 
[yellow and white markers] from Chicago 
to Ottawa, and then proceed through Streator, 
Bloomington, Lincoln, Springfield, Litchfield, 
and Edwardsville to St. Louis. 

‘I have a sie cylinder touring car, 
which of late has been showing a 
decrease in power, and I am unable to 
get it firing properly on all cylinders. 
I find a great deal of carbon in the 
cylinders and ‘I am obliged to clean 
the spark plugs every few days. I 
have had the compression tested and 
it does not show the same in ‘all the 
cylinders. One cylinder only shows 
about twenty pounds. The valves were 
ground a short time ago. Will you 
kindly give me your advice?

Loss ‘of power may be due to many rea- 
sons. Unequal compression in the cylinders 
will cause missing, with a consequent falling 
off in power. The fact that you get so 
much carbon would seem to indicate that 
you are using too rich a mixture, and per- 
haps too high an oil level. The valves also 
may be in poor shape, with accumulations of 
carbon on the seats so the valves cannot close 
fully, meaning loss of compression. Remem- 
ber, too, that you must drain your crankcase 


more frequently than in previous years, ow-

engine a little variation is not so detri- 
mental. Also in a poppet valve engine re- 
pairs are much easier to make than with the 
sleeve valve job.

Words to the Wise. 


Soft brass can be made into spring 
brass by hammering both sides lightly 
with a hammer, using a smooth solid 
block of some kind as an anvil. This 
produces a slight hard film, which 
gives the brass the quality of a spring, 
but filing or grinding will remove this 
hard film instantly. This kink is use- 
ful in an emergency when a brass 
spring is needed and nothing but soft 
brass is at hand. 

In cases where the drain cock of the
